At 
these wide-spread, well-equipped  in- 
stitutions practically every phase of 
agriculture, from the study and sup- 
pression of plant diseases ta _ the 
breeding and raising of all manner of 
orchard, garden and field crops amd 
classes of farm animals, are taken 
up. In addition, seven outlying sub- 
stations carry cn and report upon 
work of an agricultural nature. 

The report for the year ending 
March 31st. 1913, makes a volume 
of nearly 700 pages crammed with 
the meat of what was accomplished 
and found cut during the year. The

lllegal Fishing - 
Prosecutions 


At Sylvan Lake Court House, on 
Tuesday, April 2lst, two men were 
brought up before C. J. Rutter, J. 
P., charged with illegal fishing - by 
A. B. Nash, fishery guardian, who 
proved the case, and they were fined 
$5 and costs each. 

Further proceedings against cight 
persons for illegal fishing in the 
stream between Sylvan Lake and 
Burnt Lake, April 26th, took place 
on Monday, April 27th, before John 
McClennan, J.P., at Red Deer. A. 
B. Nash, fishery guardian, proved 
asresting the defendants in the early 
hours of Sunday morning, when they 
had in their possession 400 fish in 
a wagon box, which he seized, along 
with 8 spears, 3 rifles and 4 lan- 
terns.. Mr. Nash told the magistrate 
that there was a great amount of 
‘illegal fishing going on, and that he 
was determined, as far as he was 
concerned, to put a stop to it, and 
having to sit up nights would not 
prevent him doing his duty. The 
whole of the defendants pleaded 
guilty. Six of them were fined $20 
and the costs; each of the other 
two, who were juniors, were fined 
$10 and $5 each and costs respective- 
ly. The close season for coarse fish, 


which includes pike, pickerel and 
perch, is from April 1st to May 
15th.

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 

Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 1€ 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Albez- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen 
cy or Sub-agency for the district 
Entry by proxy maybe made at amy 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up 
on and cultivation of the land ir 
each of three years. A homesteadei 
may live within nine miles of his 
‘homestead on a farm of at least 8( 
acres, solely owned and occupied b} 
him or by his father, mother, son 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteade 
in good standing may preempt ¢ 
quarter-section alongside his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Must reside upon th 
homestead or pre-emption six month: 
in each‘o: six years from date o’ 
homestead entry (including the tim 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob 
tain a pre-emption may enter for 2 
purchased homestead in certain dis 
trivts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties 
—Must reside six months in each o! 
three yesrs, cultivate fifty acres anc 
erect a house worth $300.00.

' CANADA'S DIRTY STREETS | 


Europe Sets Example in 
Thoroughfares 


Ottawa is by no means the worst 
offender among the cities of Canada 
in having dirty streets, says the 
Ottawa Fi:e Press. Montreal is 
generally held up as an awful example 
of dirty streets, while Winnipeg boasts 
of having the cleanest on the contin- 
ent. The United States cannot be 
looked to in thiy regard, as the cities 
of that country, most of them, suffer 
as severely from improperly cleaned 
streets as do the cities of Canada. It 
{is in Europe that lessons in street 
cleaning must be obtained. 

Perhaps the most striking difference 
noticed by the Canadian tourist abroad 
between Canadian and European cilies 
is the cleanness of the streets of the 
latter, particularly in such places as 
Berlin and Dresden, 

Clean streets, as the term {s under- 
stood abroad, are unknown in the 
clties of this country. The dirtiness 
of our streets, both in summer and 
winter, with thetr clouds of dust and 
charged with disease germs and filth 
of all Kinds, makes walking almost 
intolerable «und imposes on storo- 
keepers a burden of cleaning that ts 
far more expensive in the aggregate 
than would be the proper and sys- 
tematic cleaning of the streets. 

Only occasionally, when the streets 
are locally flushed, can the conditions 
of our streets be compared with those 
abroad, where street cleanliness is 
one of the first principles of city ad- 
ministration. 

Yet, by the use of proper methods 
and apparatus, the strects of a city 
may be kept clean, within reasonable 
limits of expense,

The district of Willesden is a per: 
fect paradise for a certain type of 
husband. There is no need for him 
to go out to work; his wife will see 
to that. All he need do is stay at 
home and mind the baby. He has a 
job for life, and practically. nothing 
to do. 

It {gs no uncommon thing for a hus- 


band to mind the baby while his wife 
goes to work. This arrangement is 
due to the pecullar industrial con- 
ditions of Willesden, where there are 
many laundries and factories, and fe- 
male labor is much in demand. Al- 
though it ‘s cheaper than male labor 
would be at the same class of work, 
the wages are good considering that 
only five days a week are worked in 
the laundries, the women not being 
required on Mondays. As much as 
from $5 to $6 a week can be earned, 
$5 being a common wage, even for 
girls. 

Consequently the women rule the 
industrial world of Willesden. The 
positions of man and wife are re- 
versed, There is no need for the man 
to go to work. - Not only would he be 
unsuitable for the job, but the labor 
and the wages would not suit him. 


The Forth Bridge 

The Forth Bridge in Scotland has 
a total length, with its: approaches, 
of 8,295 feet. It contains 50,968 tons 
of steel, and required 6,500,000 rivets 
to fasten it together. There are three 
huge built graceful steel towers, each 
845 feet’ high, from which are built 
out the great cantilever arms, each 
680 feetin length. Sir Benjamin 
Baker declared that a battleship could 
be hung at the end of each cantilever 
arm without causing the ties at the 
tops at the tower to part, so strong 
{s the structure. The bridge contains 
two spans of 1,700 feet, the greatest 
of all bridge spans. The structure 
took seven years to build, cost $16,- 
000,000, and demanded a toll of fifty- 
seven lives.

Four Great Sauc#a.

The French are particularly elo- 
quent on the subject of sauces. Among 
their famous chefs are recognized 
four great sauces: Spanish, Veloute, 
Bechamel and German. The Spanish 
and Veloute were known as far back 
as the seventeenth century. In the 
eighteenth they were modified by the 
masters of cookery, particularly by 
Careme, who was called “the Raphael 
of the Kitchen.” 

The Spanish sauce is composed of 
juices extracted from a mixture of 
ham, veal, chicken and pheasant. Vel- 
oute is similar, but is not colored. 
Bechamel {s Veloute to which cream 
has been added, and the German 
sauce is Veloute plus the yolks of 
eggs.—Harper'’s Weekly.

8. It would not be advisable to 
completely nbolish the Canadiun tariff, 
as considerable funds are noeded to 
finance the affairs of the Government, 
If there was no customs tariff, who 
of your Free Traders would feel like 
putting up the money? . 

While this is provably not the an- 
swer that the “Grain Growars' 
Guide” oxpected, there are, no doubt, 
many farmers in Western Canada who 
realize that the elimination of the 
protective principle from Canada's 
trade policy would not provide a 
panacea for all the difficulties with 
which they have to contend.

A TIMELY QUESTIONS 
American Stone-cutters Find Employ- 
ment, While Those In Toronto 
Walk Streets 


— 


A correspondent, who signs himself 
“One out of work,” writes to the 
Toronto “News” under date of Janu- 
ary 9th, to ask an explanation of the 
fact that all the cut stone in the new 
technical school on Harbord Street 
Is American stone, cut by American 
stone-cutters, and shipped into Toron- 
to finished to go into the building, 
while dozens of Toronto's stone- 
cutters, who pay their taxes, are walk- 
ing the streets with nothing to do, 
and no opportunity of earning support 
for wife and children. : 

This is a question that concerns not 
only Toronto but every community 
and individual that is making pur 
chases in Canada,: particularly in the 
next few months. 

Obviously the expenditure of Can- 
adian money for American stone in 
Indiana will not benefit any one in 
Canada, even if the price was a little 
lower than that of Canadian stone 
for a similar purpose. There never 
was a time when the “Made-in-Canada” 
policy should be more rigidly adhered 
to by those spending money in Can- 
ada than at present. Every dollar 
spent for a Canadian product means 
80 much more work for Canadians, 
many of whom are out of employment 
to-day. 

This is not the first time there has 
been complaint made about the entry 
of American stone into Canada. The 
letter referred to above would seem 
to in@icate that the question of more 
adequate protection for the Canadian 
stone-cutter should ‘be favorably con- 
sidered by the Dominion Government, 
In Western Canada there are many 
stone quarries the workers in which 
are interested in this question. 


Black-throated Loon 

A black-throated loon was shot on 
Bridgeport dam, near Berlin, by Her- 
man Wagner. The blackthroated loon 
{s a very rare visitor in inland waters 
of this latitude, its habitat being far 
north. It has a full purplish black 
forethroat, in distinction from the 
more common loon, whicl has a white 
streaked band around the coat. Mo 
Ilwraith, in his “Birds of Ontario,” 
speaks of only one loon of this variety 
which he saw amid ice foes in Hamil- 
ton Bay one spring, and of another 
as having been shot on Sandusky Bay 
in the fall of 1880. Mr. Wagner had 
his rare specimen mounted.

large. One wo injures a citizen of 
any community, also injures the com- 
munity itself. So far was this effort 
carried by someone that a glaring 
and untruthful account of the issuing 
of the writ was published in the 
Liberal press two days, before the 
writ was served upon a member of 
the firm. 


In a conversation with The News 
representative, on Saturday night 
last, KE. Chappell said that the 
charge of writing the article that 
appeared in the Afoertan before the 
writ had been served on the firm of 
Michener, Carscallen & Co., had 
been laid to him, and he wished it 
to be distinctly understood on _ his 
honor that he was not guilty of hav- 
ing taker so mean and despicable an 
advantage, and he felt it very keenly 
that it should be laid at his door. 
He said he had campaigned against 
Mr. Michener, but he had done every- 
thing fair and above board, and that 
Mr. Mighener had shaken hands with 
him afterwards in a very friendly 
manner. He was always prepared to 
state his convictions openly ; he nev- 
er had to stoop to underhanded 
work, and requested our representa- 
tive to take every cpportunity to 
contradict the false statement.

As we have predicted, the Advo- 
cate artiele published last week has 
been greedily taken up by the Liber- 
al press, and the Albertan  reproduc- 
ed, yesterday, the article verbatim 
with glaring headlines. The advocate 
is so biassed in its representation of 
the case that it is wholly unfair in 
the main essentials. For example, 
re. valuation, the Advocate claims 
the Trusts Company sold on Mr. 


‘Michener’s valuation, whereas there 


were three separate’ valuations, 
which practically agreed in the 
amount, though made independently 
of each other, and therefore the 
company did not. sell“ on Mr. 
Michener's valuation. 

The same thing practically applies 
to the whole article, which is mis- 
leading and malicious, and doubtless 
intended for political effect. Mr. 
Galbraith is willing to sacrifice a 
man's good name to any extent so 
long as party advantage is secured. 
In our opinion he has forfeited the 
good will of every right thinking, 
fair-minded citizen for lending him- 
self to such duplicity. 


A LOW TARIFF 


A British Radical paper declares 
that the United States is now “prac- 
tically a free trade country.” If 


this be true the same paper must. 
rejoice that Canada hecame “practi- 


cally’ a free trade country” long 
ago. ‘Even the scale of duties under 
the. Underwood tariff is much higher 
than that which exists in Canada. 

The low éariff of Canada is still 
more remarkable in comparison with 
American duties when we remomber 
that the industries across the border 
cerve nearly 100,000,000 poople and 
those in Canada only 8,000,000 peo- 
plo. There never - was a time that 
Canadiz.ns would have tolerated tho, 
extorticnate imposts which ‘have 
been maintained for af generation in 
the neighboring country. 
imposts were even more indefensible 
because of the enormous free market 
which American preniitaatipens on- 
joy. 

It is true that-the existing Cana- 
dian tariff was produced’ py Mr. 
Yielding. It is," however, practically 
the old tariff established by Con- 
servative Governments. Low as_ it 
is, it is generally adequate to the 
protection of legitimate Canadian in- 
dustvies. If we should make such 
reductions in Canadian duties as 
have just been made in the United 
States we would get dowr to abso- 
lute free trade and direct taxation. 
It is certain that the country would 
not submit to direct taxes, and it is 
just as certain that some measure of 


Ii protectien is essential to the stabil- 


ity and the expansion of Canadian 
industries. We should, therefore, not 
be stampeded by action in the Unit- 
ed States to reduce imposts which 
have always been higher than have 
ever. prevailed in Canada. 


FINANCE MINISTER’S 
CHALLENGE, 


“T have no exception to take to 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier espousing a pol- 
icy of free trade,’’ said Hon. W. T. 
White, in the course of his budget 
speech. “T simply desire to say 
this—that we on this side of the 
House are ready to accept that gauged 
of battle whenever he chooses to 
lay it down.’’ ~ ~ 

It was evident from the remarks of 
the Minister of Finance throughout 
his admirable deliverance upon the 
financial and trade policy of the Gov- 
ernment that he welcomed the com- 
mitment of the Liberal party to the 
principle of free trade. That issue 
has been fought out over and over 
again in Canada, and the Conserva- 
tive party, witheits policy of moder- 
ate protection fcr agriculture and 
industries where they are threatened 
with their existence by the unfair 
competition of foreign countries, has 
repeatedly been endorsed by the peo- 
ple.

There is no ‘doubt that the free 
trade policy of the Liberal party has 
vaused infinite trouble in the ranks 
of the Liberals. They are not all 
free traders, far from it, and on the 
question of tariff many of them are 
entirely at one with the policy of 
the Conservatives which was imnitiat- 


ed by Sir John Macdonald, namely, | 


a moderate protection to suit the 
needs of the country. Several of 
them have admitted that the logic 
of the Minister of Finance is un- 
answerable.

- At Clean-Up Day 


Meeting | 


HOLIDAY FRIDAY, MAY Sth 


A public meeting to discuss a 
general clean-up day for the city . of 
Red Deer, was held in the City Hall, 
Friday night, April 24th. A fair num- 
ber of citizens, representing schools, 
churches, etc., turned out and ‘dis- 
cussed the question from many stand- 
points. 

Mayor Carscaller called tho meet- 
ing to order at 8.15, and stated that 
the gbject of the meeting was to 
organize & movement among the 
citizens for a general clean-up day. 
The idea did not originate with the 
Council, although they were respon- 
sible for calling the meeting, and had 
discussed the matter at some length. 
He had no definite plans to place 
before’ the meeting for the carrying 
out of the work, but thought it 
necessary to be successful for the 
citizens to co-operate with the Coun- 
cil in the matter of cleaning up and 
beautifying the city. He thought 
that we should notify the public 
through the press and arrange a,day 
early in May when every householder 
should clean up their premises, rak- 
ing the rubbish into the lanes’at the 
rear, and the city team#s should come 


along and take it away. The streets 
would also be done at the same 


time, so that by an organized niove- |- 


ment the city would be cleaned up 
in one day. He thought there should 
be representatives to work out de- 
tails from the schools, churches and 
other organizations with someone at 
the head, 
Meéres for that position and asked 
hin! to give the meeting some plan 
cf what was necessary to be done. 


Chief Meeres said that he had not 
a complete plan to offer, but he was 
in sympathy with the movement and 
would offer suggestions for the carry- 
ing out of the same. He _ believed] 
it would be necessary, first of all, 
to divide the city into six districts, 
with one man in charge of each dis- 
trict, who would approach the peo- 
ple and get them interested in the 
movement, and particularly try to 
get them to rake off the vacant lots 
each side of their property, where 
the space was not too large; in 
those cases it would have to be done 
by the city. He said Red Deer was 
generally spoken of throughout the 
pegvince as the most beautiful city, 
and if this movement was well or- 
ganized and made a permanent one 
it would be spoken of as the cleanest 
city also. He believed that sugges- 
tions made at this meeting would 
bring out ideas not yet formed that 
would be of great assistance. He 
also thought it would be necessary 
to proclaim a public holiday. 

A. R. Giibson said he was not going 
to say much, but that to illustrate 
what was in his mind he would tell 
the audience a little tale. It was 
abcut an Jrishman who had been set 
the task of clearing away some tons 
of rocks, and by a witty scheme got 
the work done by the boys. The 
story was to illustrate what could 
be done by calling in the aid of 
the youngsters, and he advised that 
we make a play day, or clean-up 
day, and the business men, including 
the Mayor and Chairman of the 
School Board, and grown up citizens 
generally, get into overalls and jolly 
each other along in conjunction with 
the youngsters, amd get the rubbish 
placed on the City Square and have 
one huge bonfire, and finish’ it up 
with a dance. (laughter). 

John Maleolm said it would be a 
good idea to appoint a secretary to 
keep tab on the meeting and suggas- 
tions, and suggested A. W. G. Allen, 
who was appointed and took charge 
at once. 

R. L. Gaetz agreed with Chief 
Meeres’ idea of dividing into  dis- 
tricts, atal he thought the Chief 
should be placed in charge of the 
committees, with A. R. Gibson as 
assistant. 

J. EF. Boyce said it would facili- 
tate matters if the appointment of 
cominittees was turned over to the 
Mayor, Chief Meeres and A. R. Gib- 
son, who would he able to get hold 
of enthusiastic men from each dis- 
trict to soe that the work was done. 
Ile was in sympathy with the whole 
object, and thought it should be 
made an annual affair, and suggested 
Audoor Day as a good time. We 
should not be contented with making 
it a clean-up day, but keep in view 
the idea of onvouraging the people 
to beautify their property and the 
city by planting trees,-lawns, ete. 
It would also be a good idea for the 
Committee and the Horticultural 
Society to work with each other, He 
thought in particular that the 
schools and churehes should be made 
nvodels for the rest of the city, and 
the city too should have a progres- 
sive policy with their parks, ete. 

A. T. Stephenson saidNhe did not 
fecl that we had a dirty city by any 
means, but it was ‘worthy ‘of the 
citizens that they should be anxious 
to clean up their places and keep 
them beautiful, but he would like to 
bring to their notice that there was 
also vacant places to be looked after, 
and a number of lots with tumble- 
down buildings on, and while it was 
rot good policy for the Council to 
attempt to forse the owners to re- 
pair or remove these buildings, he 
thought it would he good policy for 
citizens to sugeest to the owners of 
such buildings the advisability of 
doing it, and it was most

their suggestions would be carried 
out, while an official visit or sug- 
gestion might be resented. While we 
had fairly clean streets and premis- 
es, he thought we should-not only 
have.a clean-up once a year, but a 
permanent one all the year round, 
and he liked the idea of the . people 
co-operating with the city authori- 
ties on this subject. In the old days 
we used to have a civic holiday, and 
it generally fell on August 23rd when, 
everybody went duck shooting. He 
believed we should havea civic holi- 
day and have a picnic in the parks.

Home Market For Dairy Products Wil 
Soon Absorb Total Supply ; 


Much has been written recently, _. 


jbout the falling away in Canada’s 
export. trade {n butter, cheese and 
other dairy products. Statistics show, 
however, that the falling away in ex- 
port trade really indicates that the 
‘farmer is finding the home market of 
greater advantage than the far away 
market of Great Britain. 

It is not generally known that every 
Canadian consumes on an average 15 
‘pounds of butter, and three pounds of 
cheese every year and one pint of 
milk every day. When to this is 
added the incrased coneumption of 
cream for family use, together with 
the comparatively new ice cream and . 
condensed mi!k trade, some {dea can 
be formed of How the horse market 
ig absorbing all the farmer can pro- 
dure. 

The Dominion Dairy Commissioner 
estimates the home trade in dairy pro- 
ducts at $105,000,000, while the ex- 
‘ports are about $21,000,000. 

It would-be hard to convince the 
farmer, who is within a reasonable dis- 
tance of a city like Montreal, Toronto, 
Hamilton, Brantford, or in the West, 
Calgary, Edmonton or Winnipeg, that 
the building up of these great, indus- 
trial centres is not without advantage 
to all classes of the community. A 
trip in any direction out of Calgary 
or Edmonton brings one in touch with 
the big dairy development that is go- 
ing on in ioe neighborhood of every 
Western town. Instead of waiting 
a whole year for e# cash return on 
a speculative wheat crop, the farmers 
of the West are getting a oash return 
every week or month by shipping 
their grain in the form of dairy and 
meat product to adjacent markets. 
The home. market, which can absorb 
all the farmer can produce at ever 
{ncreasing prices, is not to be neglect- 
ed, and the farmer who caters to the 
home market is serving not only his 
own but the interest of every Can- 
adian best. Expansion in industrial 
enterprises under the. existing 
trade policy develops urban ‘centres, 
the farmers’ nearest and best home 
market.

WILL BEGIN WORK ON ALBERTA AND 
GREAT WATERWAYS 


Edmonton, Alta., April 24.—Three 
thousand men and a large number of 
teams will be at work within thirty 
days on the grades for the Edmon- 
ton, Dunvegan and British Columbia 
and the Alberta & Great Waterways 
railroads, under construction in cen- 
tral and northern Alberta, according 
to official advices received in Edmon- 
ton today from J. D. MeArthur, 
president of the two roads and build- 
er of its lines. 

“We are ready to begin work on 
the Alberta & Great Waterways 
road,’’ Mr. McArthur said, ‘‘and we 
expect to have fully 1,500 men at 
work on the line within 30 days. 
The road, built under guarantee of 
the provincial government of Alber- 
ta, will be 350 miles in length, from 
Edmonton to Fort McMurray, on the 
Athabasca river, running through a 
country that is peculiarly adapted to 
dairying, poultry growing and mixed 
farming. 

“During the winter months we have 
drawn in supplies along the line hbe- 
tween FEdmortcon and Lac la Biche 
and the surveyors have located the 
route north of that point. We expect 
to corstruct a lot of grade this 
season. This line will connect with 
the steamboat route on the Atha- 
basca river, and will open a_ vast 
stretch of country for settlement.” 

Fort McMurray, which has been a 
trading post for years, is sparsely 
settled, this being due to the lack 
of adequate transportation facilities. 
Prospectors who have been in the 
district during the last three years 
report the presence of large deposits 
cf tar sands and natural gas and 
oil. A towrsite has been surveyed 
and some homestead land has been 
taken up by settlers, 

Mr. McArthur repor that 170 
miles of steel have been laid on the 
Edmonton, Dunvegan & British Col- 
umbia line, which will be extended to 
the Alberta-British Columthia boun- 
dary, 400 miles northwest of  [fd- 
monton. The line is completed to 
Lesser Slave Lake, and the first 
division of 131 miles, to the town of 
Smith, is now in operation.

‘‘We have the concrete piers in for 
the new bridge that will cross the 
Athabasca at Smith. This bridge 
will be constructed of steel and 
will be 900 fect in length.

“During the winter we had teams 
at work drawing in supphies and 
placing them: along the line between 
Smith and the crossing of the Smoky 
river.

British Columbia 

The problem in, British Columbia 
was quite different. Hitherto forests, 
mines and fisheries had been the 
chief sources of wealth In the Pro- 
vince, said Mr, James. It had pro- 
vided only a small fraction of the 
food required for consumption in the 
Province. Farm produce had been 
limited to fruits and dairy products. 
A change was now taking place. The 
rallroads under construction were 
opening up “in central and northerr 
British Columbia, immense areas of 
farm lands quite different. from the 
lands of southern British Columbia. 
The valleys were wide and open, and 
presented conditions that were ideal 
for raising live stock, while the prairie 
country of the Peace River section, 
penetrated far into the Province. He 
expected that in future grain growing, 
dairying and live stock production 
would add to the wealth of the Pro- 
vince and of the Dominion. A notable 
feature of the people of the Province 
was their activity and daring yenter- 
prise. It was a big Province with big 
resources, whatever the people’ under- 
took was carried out on a big scale, 
The Provincial scheme of highways 
was the most extensive and expensive 
of any in Canada. 


TRAINING ARMY HORSES 


Severe Schooling Required Before- 
They Are Ready For War 


For Army purposes, in addition to 
learning certain things, a horse must 
also be accustomed gradually to carry 
heavy weights and to sustain consider- 
able fatigue. When young horses are 
suddenly plunged into the work of 
actual warfare, without previous care- 
tul training, they are sure to die din 
great numbers. This was the case in 
South Africa, 

The young Army horse will prob- 
ably begin his training in the riding 
school, two of hjs first lessons being 
obedience the reins and proper 
balance. He is put on to long reins 
and sent round in a circle from right 
to left, with his trainer in the middle. 
Afterwards he $s made to go in the 
opvosite direction, from left to right. 
With regard to balance, it is necessary 
to teach him to hold his head up, and 
to keep his limbs well under control, 
instead of sprawling carelessly about 
(no the way natural to young animals. 

Another lesson the young horse has 
to learn {s that of -pulling himself up 
oriskly in answer to a Ight signal 
‘rom the re'na. The instructor walks 
behind his pupil with a rein in each 
hand, and at alight pressure on his 
mouth the horse learns to come to 
a halt. Jumping is the next step in 
his education, and he ts taught this 


still on the long reins, sometimes with 
the help of an old charger, who will 
give him a lead over the obstacted. 
By this time the youngster should be 
obedient to the long reins, and so the 
time comes for him to be mounted 
for the first time by his instructor, 
A man js placed at either side of his 
head, and the instructor, standing at 
the horse’s left side, jumps up so that 
he Is lying, face downwards, across 
the saddle.
